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Classification Decision: 


Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

Display Conditions: 

That when the publication is on public display, the classification given to the publication 
must be shown on the publication; or any package in which the publication is kept.

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled Lesfist.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This classification is due to the explicit presentation of sexual activity. 

The publication is a computer printout of a colour photograph that has been 
downloaded from the Internet and printed out onto an A4 size sheet of paper. The title 
Lesfist.jpg is typed across the top of the page. The photograph presents a close-up of 
a woman performing cunnilingus and inserting her fist into another woman’s vagina. 
The presence of the woman’s face helps to lessen the dehumanising impact of the 
presentation with regard to the woman whose genitals are displayed in close focus. 

In view of the explicit nature of the sexual activity depicted, and the intended purpose 
of the computer printout being sexual arousal, the Classification Office finds that the 
availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good unless its 
viewing is restricted to an adult audience. 

It has been determined that s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR 
Act) applies to this publication. However, by virtue of the presentation of matters of 
sex, the Classification Office considers it a reasonable limit on freedom of expression, 
as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act, to place an age restriction on the publication. 
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
